These windows 
may be designed in any way to suit the proposed decoration 
of the room, the only stipulation being that there shall be 
a sill at a height of 3 feet.

CLASS “B’—V PROJET 
“A SMALL LIBRARY” 


The modern small library has developed into an educational 
and artistic, as well as a literary center for the community 
which it serves. In addition to the circulating library and the 
reading rooms, it now offers educational lectures, historical 
moving pictures under the supervision of the important uni- 
versities, and local and travelling exhibits of art. 


This problem is to design such a building. The site is a level 
lot with a frontage of 200 feet on the village square and a depth 
not to exceed 200 feet. The requirements on the ground floor 
are as follows: 


1. The Library is to have a large room with space for 10,000 
books, a delivery counter, adults’ reading space and children’s 
reading space. Usually all the books are disposed around the 
walls and in free standing shelves not over 4% feet high, which 
divide the room into the subdivisions asked for, so that the 
librarian at the delivery counter can supervise the entire room. 


There is also to be provided an entrance lobby, a librarian’s 
private office and toilet, a work room for inspection and repair 
of books, and stairs to the basement. 


2. The Auditorium is to seat 200 people and is to have a 
small stage, a picture booth, and a separate entrance. 


3. The Exhibition Hall is to be about 1,500 square feet in 
area and is to have good wall space for pictures, and a separate 
entrance. 


The newspaper reading room and public toilets are to be in 
the basement.

There stands on the Post Road in Fairfield a building, once a stately academy for 
boys, opened some time in the last half of the eighteenth century. Its semi-public nature 
was expressed by the designer in its facade by introducing a pediment over the central 
bays; and by adding a cupola or lantern, gave the building the necessary severity and 
dignity. “The Old Academy” is still intact, only the cupola has been replaced. 


The pediment over the five central bays causes a projection of five or six inches from 
the main wall. The particular charm of the building, however, is in the flush boards 
used in the gables and pediment, which contrast with the other walls. The general en- 
semble of the cupola, the pediment, and the three doorways is very interesting.
